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This  listing  includes  selected  references  of  both  engineering 
and  non-engineering  aspects  of  rapid  transit  in  the  Bay  Region 
counties.     It  includes  early  (pre-BAHT)  references  proposing 
various  rapid  transit  schemes  as  well  as  references  to  other 
public  transit  systems  in  the  Bay  area  as  they  are  related  to 
BART.     However,   references  dealing  exclusively  with  the  San 
Francisco  Municipal  Railway,  Key  System,  Greyhound  Lines, 
Southern  Pacific  Railroad,   or  Alameda-Gontra  Costa  Transit 
District  are  excluded.
